1921 the birth rate in this province per thousand 
of the inhabitants was 20.3; last year this rate 
had declined to 17.7, Every province has showed 
& decline during the past eight years, though 
the smallest reduction is in Quebec, which had a 
rate of 32.1 in 1921 and 31.6 In 1928. The statistl- 
cal information published points out that Mont- 
real, during 1928, had twice as many births as 
the whole of British Columbia, and that Toronto, 
despite its growth in pop: jon, had fewer births 
in 1928 than In 1921 

In this city the number of births in 1921 was 
926, whereas last year the total was 723. Victoria's 
population has Increased very appreciably during 
the past elght years, yet there has been a sub- 
Stantial decline in the birth rate. In Vancouver, 
Point Grey and South Vancouver the decline has 
not been so great. In these three places there 
were 2,803 births in 1921 and 3,791 In 1928, On 
the other hand New Westminster shows an in- 
crease from 441 {nm 1921 to 535 In 1928. There is a 
decline in numbers for British Columbia as a 
whole during the eight years from 10,653 in 1921 
to 10,312 in 1928, 


The causes which have contributed to a de 
cline in the birth rate are doubtless many, One 
is the emigration of married persons. Another is 
the bringing of luxuries within reach of the many 
by means of the instalment system of buying 
The desire for these luxuries and the ability to 


the size of families at a lower level, Husbands 
and wives are looking for a greater measure of 
freedom, and this is particularly so among those 
of the younger generation who marry They wish 
to remain, so far as possible, untrammelled by 
family responsibilities. Hence the growing dis- 
position to live in flats. 

The tendency to smaller families is not pecu- 
liar to Canada. It is In evidence In all countries 
where the boast of an advanced civilization Is 
the loudest. The point for British Columblans 
to consider is that the birth rate here is lower 
than in any province in, the Dominion. There 
may be contributory reasons in this province, 
and perhaps one of them is the fact that it has 
suffered so heavily through loss of population 
during the past eight years. It is a serious thing 
in any country when the birth rate declines. It 
\s because of such decline that Canada Is trying 
to make good the deficiency by immigration, but 
that is never as good a substitute as the natural 
increasé of the existing population

“Increased capitalistic production 
jthrough the use of machinery and 
cheap raw material from overseas 
involved everywhere an increase in 
population which provided labor for 
overseas territories,” the report con- 
titlued 


“The number of emigrants was in- | 


creased by the impoverishment of 
agriculture. Other causes were 
political disturbances in Europe, im- 
provements in transportation, ex- 
ploitation of natural wealth over- 
seas, abolition of the slave trade and 
stimulation of emigration to colonies 
by the British Government,” 

The predominance of British emi- 
gration is stressed. About 19,000,000 
persons left the British Isles be- 
tween 1815 and 1924, including the 
great Irish movement. German emi- 
gration, which was next in volume 
to that from Great Britain in the 
first half of the century, waa re- 
duced to a minimum after 1850. 

The later shift of European emi- 
gration to the Southern and Eastern 
countries of Europe, notably Italy 
Austria, Hungary and Russia, was 
emphasized, attention being called 
to the “recruiting devices” of the 
steamship lines as a factor tn caus- 
ing the movement, up to the time 
it began to decline as the result of 
anti-immigration laws in this 
country 

HEADED STUDY 

The study was made under direc- 
tion of Dr. Imre Ferenezi, of the 
International Labor Office at Gen 
eva, Switzerland. Professor Walter 
F. Willcox, of the research staff of 
the National Bureau of Economic 
Research, was a collaborator of Dr 
Ferenczi and is editor of Interna 
tional Migrations.
